CONTEMPT f OR OURNATIONALITY 



Mr. and Mm. Thomu Hughes 
Kelly, of New York, and Joaeph 
Smith, or I^well, Mass., who^ sailed 

July 15 for Liverpool with t*50,000 
or the Irish relief fund to distribute 
among the sufferers from the recent 
revolution in. Ireland, returned 
Satnrday on the same staamer. hav- 
ing been refused permission to land 
by the British authorities. Mr. 
Kelly issued the following statement 
Saturday evenInK: "Messrs. Thomas 
Hughes H. Kelly, of New York, and 
Joseph Siiiilh, of Lowell, Mass., 
sallf'fl frnin New York on the 
AiMciicai) lint' ntcaiiiship Philadel- 
phia for Liverpool lor the purpose 
Of UistrihutinK the Irish relief fund 
in Ireland. They were provided 
with American passports issued l>y 
the State Department and vised i>y 
the British Consul General in New 
York. Before the Issue of the pii.ss- 
ports George Gillespie, of New 
York, attorney for Mr. Kelly anil 
Chalniiaii «l the Executive Coiiiinit- 
tee of thf Irish relief fund, wa.s 
placrd In iiiis.sosslon of brief biot;- 
rapliy of .Messrs. Kelly and .^iiiiili 
ror the inf'ii mat ion and Kuidame of 
the Stale Dopai liiu nt, and he had 
several telephone interviews with 
Mr. I'olk, counsellor of the State 
Department, and advised him of the 
purpose of the visit of Messrs. Kelly 
and Smith to Ireland, and their 
character and reputation had been 
disrussed by him with the British 
AiiihasRHdor in \VasliinKt<ui. appar- 
entlv IN .\ M.XNNHK S.\Tl.-^F.\r- 
TORY TO ALL CONCKRNKI i. 

"The party saileil from .New York 
Jul\ 15 and arrived in LIveipool 
July The I'hiladelpliia was 

l)ertlied in the Canada dock and the 
-passengei.s were assembled in the 
dining saloon for examination be- 
fore debarkation, Mr. and Mrs. 
Kelly and Mr. Smith were called 
after a time by numbers given them 
(132, 1S3, 168) and invited to a 
corner of the dining saloon, where 
their passports and papers were de- 
manded and piven over In l". N. 
Cooper, aliens' officer. Messrs. 
Kelly and Smith were then taken 
to their cabins by detectives and 
subjected to personal search of the 
minutetit character; their pockets 
emptied, pocketbooks opened, all 
papers, cards, letters, note books, 
etc., scrutinized and read, and their 
arms, legs and body felt, to ascer- 
tain if anythlnp was concealed 
about their person It was the sort 
of examination tliat arrested crim- 
inals are usually subjected to. The 
detectives then conducted them to 
the dock where their baggage was, 
and they were ordered to open it, 
and where it was examined in great 
detail. The baggage of Mrs. Kelly 
was subjected to the same scrutiny 
and minute inspection, her private 
letters and papers being examined 
and read, the whole transaction be- 
ing siimnlaily lacking in decency, 
propriet.\ or any consideration for 
the feeliM^;s or ri^'hts of the ex- 
amineii. We weie then returned to 
the dinint; saloon of the ship, where 
we were subjected t<i an oral ex- 
amination and much cross-question- 
ini: by Mr. Cooper, aliens' officer, 
and (iapt. Gunnis, of the King's 
Liverpool Regiment, and Major 
Money, of the same regiment, in a 
fashion that savored of the police 
eourt lawyer and practitioner. There 
were aeveral other persons there 
who appeared to be friends of the 
examlnlnp officials and amused 
spectators of our hiiniiliat iim treat- 
ment. We were asked wtiy three 
persons were appointed to distribute 
the Irish relief fund, when Cooper 
was of the opinion that a less num- 
ber would be sufficient. Why were 
we interested in the Irish poor 
when none existed? What par- 
ticular class of poor did we pro- 
pose to help, and how? Who con- 
stituted the American committee 
and how ihe tunds collected? 

Our letters uf identification bearInK 
the names of the coniniittee were 
before them at the time. Did the 
Irish relief fund originate as a 
movement with the American 
hierarchy or were they drawn Into 
it by others? 

"Mr. Smith was asked many 
questions as to his profession and 
employment, what he was doing 
now, what papers he was associated 
with now and in the past" Was his 
acceptance of the duty of distribut- 
tng the Irish relief fund merely a 
method of Kettiug a free vacation 
or was he alonp to watch the other 
members of the committee and they 
hlui. The tone and method of the 
examination all through was dis- 
tinctly nasty, sneering. Insulting 
and hwnUiating. Mr. Xallr was 
subjected to much tM Mme Unt of 
Impertinence; and hli bills, ap- 
counts, check l>ook8, meiu>randa 
and private correspondence were 
minutely gone over and letters of 
an obviously private character and 
Intimate nature were read with 
smiles, nods and whispered com- 
ments and passed back and forth 
by Cooper and Gunnlss. This sort 
of thing went on for two hoiirs or 
more, and then the officials rested 
from their labor. Some ten minutes 



later we were handed printed forms 
filled In pencil and signed by B. M. 
Cooper, stating that we were le- 
fused permission to land under 'in- 
structions from the Sacretary of 
State.' They were handed to as by 
Cooper. 

"Inasmuch as these Instructions 
had been Issued aonie four days 
prior to our arrival in port and 
were In Cooper's possession two 
days before we reaebed Liverpool, 
the ordeal we were subjected to on 
the ship— the search of our persons 
and baRgage and th > liumillatlnK 
rxamination by the officials — was :i 
deliberate, (oldly calculated and 
pieiiit dilated insult and huinflia- 
tion, MADE ALL THE MOK': I.N- 
TOLERABLE ^^IN('E IT TOOK 
I'LACE ON HOARD TIIK AMERI- 
CAN SHU' AT \S HO.SE .SVEUN 
THE AMERICAN FLAG WAS FL.Y- 
ING. The Incident proves the ex- 
istence on American soil of an act- 
ive f-ypteni of • British espionage, 
since the questions in wany ways 
showed a knowledge of activities, 
harmless under any government, 
.ir.d i nlirely proper and lawful un- 
der oiMs. Dial couid only have been 
^atller^d :ind sent lo London by 
a^enls and spie.s anxious to magnify 
tlie importance and di.'tiirl tlie sip- 
nillcance of the data collected and 
to misrepresent and discredit those 
who are engaged in work anti- 
pathetic to some policy temporarily 
popular and official in England. 

"Refusal to permit us to land 
England and lo compel our deten- 
tion on shipboard was a prear- 
ranged matter, and our treatment 
merely an expression of llrittsh offi- 
cial contenii)! foi' (Mil- nationality 
and of antagonism to our mission 
of mercy. Later in the da.\ .Mr. 
Kelly wished to cable George 
Gillespie, of New York, advising 
him of our detention, but was re- 
fused permission to do so by 
Cooper, aliens' officer, who is also 
the censor in Liverpool. As the 
cablegram could in no manner be 
dangerous to the safety of the 
realm, it wris accepted by us is 
merely another evidence of piinitive 
intentions toward us. We were 
ht!d prisoner.^ on the I'liiladelphia 
for eleven days, while she was beinu 
coaled, painted, repaired and placed 
in the dry dock, and It was cer- 
tainly .a real prison for Mrs. Kelly, 
as the ship was overrun by iLlver- 
pool dock hands and others of a 
pretty rough sort. Mr. Washington, 
the American Consul, was given 
permission to asl^ us to his homi" 
under conditions, but we did not 
care to impo.se on his hospitilitv 
and kindness, and wislied to accept 
no fa\ors from the Uritish Covern- 
ment, it being determined that we 
could not proceed on the mission 
for whirh we came. During our 
entire stay of eleven days in Liver- 
pool and our return to the United 
States not a single message or offer 
of courtesy came from Capt. Candv. 
of the Philadelphia, nor did he 
deign to notice us in any way. Capt. 
Candy Is Uritish, a noniinal Ameri- 
can citizen, but the atmosphere of 
his ship Is distinctively anti- Ameri- 
can."

of the Irish pri.soners of war. The 
defeat of tlie home rule plan has 
further intensified feeling among 
this class of emigrants. Protest 
meetings have been held in various 
cities and antl-B,ritlsb resolutions 
have been pasted without the Inter- 
ference of the Government. The 
declaration of ' the Irish Republic 
has been read under the monuments 
of South American revolutionists 
who established republics. The 
Irish-Argenl iiies tia\ e been roreii;osl 
in the agitation for Irish freedom 
and the Irish colors were worn In 
the great relebratlon of the first 
centenary of Argentina. A collec- 
tion Is being taken up by the South 
American Irish committees for the 
relief of the rebel families and vTc- 
tims in Ireland, and many newspa- 
pers are advocating the Irish na- 
tional cause. f

In his essay on "Eugenie de 
Guerin" Matthew Arnold has told 
us of the ennobling and inspira- 
lid ial eiTe( I oi Catholicism upon 
the character ol the indhldual 
work which that indi\idual per- 
forms. It is true he could not un- 
derstand tlie real essence of Cathol- 
icism, the real final reason for its 
nobility; but he does say that in it 
there is "something European, aug- 
UEt and imaginative," whfle in 
Protestantism he finds to a great 
degree ".something provincial, mean 
and prosaic." He contrasts the ef- 
fect which this (devating .influence 
of Catholic atmosphere and tradi- 
tions has upon tfie life and writings 
of .Mddle. de Cueiin Willi tli. effect 
of Protestantism upon an eijually 
sincere and pious lady ol a no;i- 
Catholic sect. In the acts and ex- 
pressions- of the latter there Is not 
the vIMon or sense of beauty or 
depth of feeling that the former 
always shows. 

In a not too sympathetic review 
this attribute of Catholicism has 
again been dwelt upon by a recent 
writer in speaking of the work of 
the great English poet. John Mil- 
loll; ilie poet who, he says, "Teu- 
toni/ed the versi sciolti imported 
from Italy." The great source of 
.Milton's inspiration, so we learn, 
was Catholicism. "It -is this sym- 
pathy (with Catholicism and the 
Medieval) which explains the pres- 
ence in 'Paradise Lost' of an 
.\nselmlan theory of the Atonement. 
It is this sympathy which accounts 
for the strange intermingling <;f 
allegory with the historicity of the 
poem; an allegorizing tendency 
which is scarcely inferior to that 
of Gregory the (".real or GuiUauuie 
de Loris, and which stirred Addison 
to utter aatonishuient." 

"It la not neoessary," this critic 
goes on to say, "to believe with 
Msgr. Barnes that he was a Cath- 
olic at heari and died in that faith 
in order to realize his Indebtedness 
to the old religion. His grand- 
father was a Catholic and his 
brother became one; and I lie frag- 
ments of emotional sympathy still 
lived in the determined Intellectual 
opponent of the Papacy." 

Chaieuubriand in his "Genius of 
Christianity" has cited Milton's 
poetic efforts as an example of the 
happy effect of Christiaplty upon 
the genius of the world. And now 
we know that the essence of this 
thought and inspiration came from 
that pure form of Christianity, the 
Catholic church. Catholics should 
learn to understand the beauty and 
nobility of their religion, not alone 
in a spiritual sense but from a 
natural viewpoint. They should 
seek, too, to reveal this beauty 
of their church to those who live 
about them. It is an obligation 
which ahould not be allowed to 
C. B. of C. V.

Congressman W. .S. Ilennetl, of 
.New S'ork. says that if Presiili'iit 
Wilson doesn't act in regard to 
the Cleat Britain blacklist. Con- 
gress will, and he is now preparing 
a bill to that end. Congressman 
Bennett discusses the situation as 
follows: 

"It is plain that so far as the 
South American situation is con- 
cerned this bUeklisting is purely 
and simply « trade bludgeon to 
prevent the ITnited States merchants 
from securing any share of the 
South American trade. fJreat 
Britain insists upon retaining all -of 
the trade, that done formerly by 
Germany as well as her own shaic. 
Now any one who tries to acquire 
any share of that trade Is black 
listed. I know of a dozen Instances, 
totally unconnected, either directly 
or indirectly, with the European 
war, where American firms have 
been prevented from trading with 
South America. American firms 
can not secure ships to carry goods 
to Argentina or Urazil without the 
consent of the British Government. 
A firm, straightfoiwaid assertion of 
the heretofore proudly maintained 
right of the American merchant to 
trade where and with whom he 
pleases made at this time by the 
Federal Oovemment should soon 
pat a stop to this situation. If It 
does not we can secure the ships 
and convoy them by naval vessels 
and maintain our commercial rights 
at anr coat.

Wilson's 
gain of ground is not so notice- 
ible but the loss by Hughes is be- 
coming glaring am! the ftepubllcan 
campaign managers uie at their 
wits' end to stop the drift away 
from their candidate, but while 
hey know the cause, yet it is an- 
other matter to remedy it. It is 
iiipnssihle to stop nominee Hughes 
iiini (ampaigning, yet they realize 
h.il ill eveiy speech he has made 
bus far Ihe Republican cause has 
suffered Not only to the Republi- 
cans has Hughes been a disappoint- 
ment, but the public at large, that 
8 the people of all paiies or in- 
dependents expected great things 
from the O, O. P. when he took the 
stump, and to ^y that they have 
.suffered a shock is putting it 
iiildiy. Previous to the Republi- 
can convention in the role of the 
sphinx Hughes was especially 
strong. the Democrats hoping 
igainst hope that he would not be 
nominaieil, thinking it would be 
Impossible lo defeat htm In the 
Kgulai election. 

The first blow came when his 
letter of acceptance was read, which 
was very tame, consisting prin- 
cipally of a rehearsal of the Mexican 
trouble and in which he advocated 
nothing new or suggested a plaus- 
ble change of policy with that 
country. The Republicans then ex- 
cused this by saying "Walt until 
he gets on the stump." Everyone 
waited, but to date Hughes has 
l.e»'n the biggest fizzle as a national 
leader in a long stretch of political 
history. In Ihe role oi a sphinx 
he was doubly strong, but as In the 
case of* many just as soon as he 
opened his mouth, as the Irishman 
would aay. he put hia foot In it. 
His speeches have been the ad- 
dresses of a chronic kicker or 
grouch, advancing nothing new, 
dodging the important Issues, and 
are very much of the type of cam- 
paign speeches that one would ex- 
pe('t to hear from a candidate for 
Constable oi- country Magistrate, in- 
stead of the ringing or intellectual 
addresses of a candidate for the 
higheat office In the gift of the na- 
tion. No wonder the Republicans 
are becoming aUrmed. as it takes 
no great shakes of a political 
prophet to see that Hughes is losing 
support at an alarming rate, and 
If the Old Guard does not muzzle 
him soon the pulmotor will be 
needed to revive interest. 

Another cause for worry in the 
G. O. P. ranks Is that the Taft 
and Roosevelt factions are not 
working together very har- 
moniously. Roosevelt and Perkins 
trying to eliminate the Old Guard 
from the party councils, while Pen- 
rose, Crane, Barnes and others are 
continually asking why Roosevelt 
Is tolerated. They #ay he didn't 
bring the Progressives hack to the 
party and that his action made the 
Bull Moosers sorer at the Republi- 
can parly than before. Roosevelt 
Is interested iu Hughes only to. the 
extent of getting a good foothold 
back in the party and bring enough 
of his close friends in the party to 
control the machinery and secure 
the nomination in 1920. Then we 
will see a repetition of the 1912 
oonventtoB, only the ahoe wlU be oi> 



the other foot. Roosevelt and his 
friends in control of the machinery 

will I'lav the same role as played 
by the Tail men then, riding over 
their opponents rough shod. U 
would not be surprising to see this 
fight I lup out in real earnest before 
the coming election, the Old Guard 
being ready to knife Hughes If 
Roosevelt is to be the pov.. v behind 
the throne in the event of Hughes' 
election, while Teddy will scuttle 
the ship if he is not the dIcUtor.

DR. JOHN B. MITRftnr. 

America and the world mourns 
the death of Its most famous sur- 
geon. Dr. John B. Murphy, of Chi- 
cago, who expired suddenly last 
Friday at Mackinac Island. The 
famous surgeon, who recently was 
knighted by Pope Benedict for his 
researches in surgery, was only 
fifty-eight years old. His pioneer 
surgery in cases of appendicitis, 
later In the treatment of other in- 
testinal disorders ;ind more le- 
cently In the serum m ut i a I i /.at ion 
of rheumatic and othei juiiil Inm- 
bles, has made him known all over 
the world. His funeral tock place 
Tuesday morning, and was one of 
the largest seen in Chicago for 
years. Leaders of America praised 
Dr. Murphy's thoughts and deeds, 
and the following expression from 
President Woodrow Wilson voices 
the thousands of others received: 

".Mrs. John li. .Murphy: May I 
not express to you and your family 
my de.'pest sympathy in your great 
trial in the death of l)i. .Murphy? 
I'he medic:!! world loses one of its 
lor.'iiiosi li^-iiies ami cur country 
sustains a real loss. I am sure 
that I express the feeling of the 
whole country when I mourn his 
going. Woodrow Wilson."

This Convent of the Good Shep- 
herd wa.', founded In IHtii, by 
Mother .M. of St. Ignatius Ward, as 
a branch house of the Convent of 
the Good Shepherd at Eighth and 
MadUon atreeU In this city. A 
tract of eight acres of land was 
purchased, later five acres more 
were procured and a small house 
erected thereon, and a little band Of 
Si-iei , were sent to found another 
fold of the Good Shepherd, adding 
one more to the folds whii li dot the 
woild over, in .North. South and 
Central .Amerira, Europe. .Asia, Af- 
rica, Australia and Oceanica, mak- 
ing up a goodly band of nearly 
10,000 Sisters of the Good Shep- 
herd, nearly 4,000 in America, and 
all united under one head, a 
Mother General at the mother house 
at Angers, France, this good mother 
having under her care at the pres- 
ent time nearly «0,000 souls iu the 
Good Shepherd convents through- 
out the world. This order was 
founded in l<;5l by Blessed John 
Eudes, and t!ie fii .vt i iloiiy < ame 
to America at the earnest solicita- 
tion of Right Rev. Bishop Flaget, 
who ever held them in the highest 
esteem and greeted the first Sisters 
with, "I bless the day of your ar- 
rival in my diocese." Bishop Flaget 
was ever a kind father and did all 
in his power to nurture the founda- 
tion tlun .struggling foi' an exist- 
ence. The annals of the order in 
Kentucky teem with the record of 
acts of more than fatherly kindness 
In their regard. The llrst colony 
consisted of five brave young re- 
ligious, the eldest the Superior, 
Mother M. des Anges, being but 
twenty-nine years of age, who 
braved the dangers of the Atlantic,' 
and after a three months' voyage 
reached their destination Louisville 
on December 1. 1842, and founded 
the first house of the order on 
American soil- the historic Convent 
of the Good Shepherd at Eighth and 
Madison streets, this city. Later 
Mother .M. des .\nges was appointed 
to found a convent at Philadelphia, 
and after it was well established 
was recalled to Louisville as Mother 
Provincial, and died while holding 
that office at the convent at Twen- 
ty-third and Bank streets. At her 
death our late Bishop, Right Rev. 
William J. McCloskey, who. knew 
full well the saintly qualities of 
this admirable mother, remarked 
that "We should not pray for her, 
but to her." 

The little mustard seed sown at 
Twenty-third and Bank streets h.is 
thrown until it has developeil in'" 
an immense block of eight .sub- 
stantial', spacious buildings (and 
even then not eaough of room for 
all who apply for admission), with 
beautifully laid out park-like 
grounds, which afford a safe and 
comfortable home for nearly four 
hun'lred persons, divided into three 
departments, oni^ for dependent 
children rescued from unfavorable 
envii oniiients, oi orphans, this de- 
partment under patronage of St. 
Phiiomena: the Sacred Heart 
Juvenile delinquent class, and St. 
Joseph's reformatory for women, 
each absolutely distinct from the 
other in every particular. Lately 
there has been added a school of 
domestic science, and last autumn 
an Isolated infirmary for contagloas 
diseases was erected, which makes 
the plant very complete.

There are few 
occupations more exacting, or that 
require greater coolneaa and nerve 
than that of a railroad man, and 
bsnoe it ia the duty of the com 
pany to see that the conditions of 
his employment have no irritating 
features. Day by day he holds the 
lives of thousands of people in the 
hollow of his hand and the public 
have a right to Insist on his busi- 
ness environment being free from 
tricUon. that no disturbing In 
fluence be permitted to enter in bis 
work since such tends to impair 
his efficiency. The proper adjust 
ment of the relations between the 
railroad, and their employes is the 
concern ot everyone; but it lies 
with the managers and the men 
themaelvea to make the adjust- 
ment. It Is to be hoped that 
President Wilson will succeed in 
effecting a satisfactory settlement 
of the issues that now divide the 
railroads and the four bic brother- 
hoods.

RAIIiitOAD MSN'S DBMANDS. 



The railway freight train service 
employes in their demand for an 
eight-hour day sUte as follows: 
Railroads have increased their rev- 
enue enormously without increasing 
the expense of moving a train: the 
work of train crews has Increased 
without pioportionate Increase of 
pay. One ercw is now doing the 
work that was formerly done by 
three or four crews; freight train 
employes must work days, niglits, 
liolidays and Sundays and have no 
regular hours and little time at 
home; traction power of locomotives 
has increased tt per eent., capacity 
of relght cars SO per cent., tons 
carried in loaded cars 19 per cent., 
and tons carried by the aveiage 
freight train 47 per cent. Railroad 
train erews are not paid a fixed 
salary and are paid only when they 
move freight train.s from one divis- 
ion to another. They desire a re- 
vised schedule based on the moving 
of a train 100 miles Inside of eight 
hours, with overtime at the rate of 
time and a half. An eight-hour 
day with no penalty for overtime 
would not work, aa there would be 
no incentive for the railroads to 
reduce working boars.
